This 
wholesale dealing in securities with those Governments or |} 
Companies who need the money in a lump and at once— 
this gradual retailing of it through the civilised world-— 
is the natural and wise commerce of a rich nation, and it 
is-ebildish to censure or even to depreciate it, 


But the greater the advantage of good loans, exactly so 
much the greater also is the disadvantage of bad loans. If 
we are doing this sort of business regularly and often, we 
must learn to do it well, or we shall be ruined. If we take jj 
bad foreign loans, assuredly the caatious, saving, opulent 
classes of the Continent wi!l not take them off our handg, 
They ‘look a long time,” if so graphie a phrase may be 
pardoned in this discussion, before they part with their 
money, and we may be sure they awvill select the best, not the 
worst, of what we have to sell. It is an object, therefore, of 
paramount pecuniary importance that we should understand | 
how to distinguish the relative worth of one foreign loan as | 
compared with another. 


Unfortunately the decision is not easy. Whether a Go- | 


‘vernment will pay—for that is the simple question—depends | 


on a variety of very complex causes, depending on the pars | 
ticular civilisation, the particular form of government, the 
entire circumstances of the nation concerned. There is no} 
royal road to knowledge on such subjects. You must know alf } 
about, or at any rate a very great deal about a nation, before 
you lend your money to that nation, It is, indeed, easy to put | 
forward imposing figures. You may show whatis the revenue | 
of a particular country and what its débt, and you may infer } 
that the less old debt the better is the new loan, and thegreater | 
the revenue the better is the new loan also. And’inmany cases | 
the inference may be correct and sound. Butin many, also, itis |

‘‘able resource.” The mere balance sheet of a country, 
therefore, though of course of importance, is not com 
clusive-as to its due pecuniary credit, and may even. be: 
read both ways. By way of supplying its deficiencies, we 
would advance a few rules or principles which will perhaps: 
aid those who are concerned in the matter in comparing the 
various securities before them. 

Ist. We should pay very little if any attention to the: 
object for which the money is said to be borrowed: Thatix 
for the borrowing Government and the borrowing nation, 
and not for us the lenders, Experience shows that Govern 
ments who have not paid have borrowed for the best p 
and that-Governments who have paid have borrowed for the 
worst purposes, The best of all purposes for a loan is the 
internal improvement of a country. Yet this is: the very 
purpose for which the defaulting States of America borrowed 
the money which has never been repaid. They laid it out ir 
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canals and railways, have the benefit of those canals and 
those railways, and do not pay us anything for them. It 
may be said this is excessive dishonesty, but the reply 
is not unnatural. They say: “A Government here, wishing 
“ to distinguish itself, ran up canals and railways, like your 
“ Canadian railways, in a hurry and beyond the immediate 
“ means of the country. That Government had the patron- 
“age attendant on the progressing work and the credit of 
“devising the great undertaking. They left to their 
“ successors the duty of paying the debt, and we cannot 
“pay it. We are benefited by the canals and railways 
“it is true, but we are not so much benefited 
‘as to be able to pay you. These works, like your Grand 
‘ Trunk Railway, though beneficial to the country, are not re- 
“ munerative in themselves: of themselves they give us no 
“ means of paying you. You say, ‘ Impose taxes, and pay us’; 
“ but if we do so, our migratory population step over the border 
“ into another State, and we have not a larger revenue than 
“ before, but only fewer people.” We do not say that these 
arguments are sound, but we say that they are influential 
arguments,—that they really decide the critical question 
whether money shall be paid or no. We say that they show 
how little attention we ought to pay to the common argu- 
ment, that you ought to lend to a nation because the money 
will be laid out productively. If a work is not suitable to a 
nation in the beginning of its career—if it is too large and 
comprehensive—if it is like crinoline for a baby,—the ap- 
parent excellence of the work is a valid reason for watchfu 
distrust. Better lend (as a matter of money) to a great sol- 
vent nation for the worst of objects—an unjust war—than 
lend to a new little nation to create a great productive work 
incommensurate with its circumstances. 

Even in other cases the same principle applies. For 

example, the late Turkish loan was obtained here for an 
excellent object,—for the raemption of the bad paper money 
with which some parts of Turkey are cursed. The under- 
standing here was—we do not say it should have been the 
understanding, but it was the understanding—that 1/ of 
metal should be substituted for 1/ of paper. Most people 
thought Lord Hobart went out to see that this was done. 
On the contrary, it turns out that the precious metals are 
only to be substituted for some part of the paper, and that 
40 per cent. or some other proportion of the paper is to be 
fanded into a stock. The currency operation, therefore, on 
account of which the new loan was obtained here, has ended 
in the creation of a new loan at Constantinople. In other 
words, the alleged object which seemed so excellent has 
turned out pernicious to the lenders here. It has brought a 
new Turkish stock into the market to compete with theirs ; 
and they would legitimately prefer that the Turkish Govern- 
ment had squandered it in any conceivable form. With this 
recent warning, we need not dilate further on the very 
obvious principle that lenders should regard the solvency of 
their borrower, and disregard his alleged intentions as to the 
funds desired. 

Secondly. As a general rule, we should rather suspect any 
loan which is accompanied by what are called ‘‘ securities.” 
It a Government is not respectable enough to borrow on its 
general credit, beware of its securities. This is hard 
docitine in the present state of the new loan market, 
but is nevertheless true doctrine. The only use of a 
security is to secure you in the event of your debtor's not 
paying ; it is of no service while he does pay. But with 
the “securities ” of a foreign Government, how can you when 
you require it realise your security P Suppose the commonest 
case, that the alleged security is the part of the revenue, say 
the Customs revenue of the borrowing nation, You are en- 
tirely in their hands, just as much as if the securtty was not given. 
First, it depends on the State itself whether that revenue 
is ever collected; and, secondly, it depends on the State 
itself whether that revenue shall be paid to the creditor. 
Certain persons may be nominated to receive that revenue, 
and while the debtor means to pay they will receive it ; 
but securities are of use only in a time of difficulty, 
and if the indebted State should at any time not wish 
to pay its debts, the very existence of the security is in 
its hands: it need not collect the hypothecated revenue if 
it does not please; and when it is collected, it may do as 
it likes with it; it may or may not pay it to the creditor.

Lastly. We should, as a rale, prefer the new loans of 
recognised Governments, whose stocks are known, which 
have credit to lose, which fill some considerable and: fair 
space in the eyes of the world, to the new loans of 
new States, which have no previous credit to forfeit,

to outbid the exporter in his dealings with the merchant. 
Bat we need not waste words on so self-evident a matter. 
We are not, however, content with this one conclusive 
argument to show the fallacy and the unwarraotable imperti- 
nence of the Premier’s harsh denunciation.

If he works it up into calico for the sake of 
employing his workpeople, he loses 3d per lb, or 6/ a bale, 
or 6,0002. This is about the actual state of the case at 
present prices. On his decision, therefore, depends 16,000/. 
Now, Mr Turner has not only himself to consider, He is 
not a rich man; he is striving to be rich; he has a wife and 
children ;—nay, more, he has creditors whose claims he must 
meet, and whose claims every man—even Lord Palmerston 
—will feel to be paramount in the mind of an honest man 
even to those of his workpeople. Justice before charity, 
He cannot afford to lose 6.0001; he would not be honest if 
he dared to do so. If he works on, he goes into the Gazette, 
If he sells his cotton, he can pay off all his debts, end have 
a large margin for assisting his starving people.

‘The charge brought 
forward by Lord Palmerston was this:—that certain manu- 
fiotarers, having on hand a large stock of cotton laid in at 
low prices, preferred realising the profit they could obtain by 
telling it for export to employing their operatives in working 
it up into yarn or calico,—and were guilty of criminal 
in so doing. Now, we will not pause to enumerate 
the many cotton-epinners who, at heavy loss to themselves, 
te foregone this natural, obvious, and very gainful trans- 
setion;—we will accept the fact as Lord Palmerston has 
Maled it, and we ask distinctly in what way and on what 
Pfinciples was the alleged transaction blameable, and by 
What rule can the Premier’s denunciation of it be justified P 
We think it would be difficult to show anything wrong, 
wialy covetous or selfish, or otherwise reprehensible in 
more than in any other ordinary mercantile proceeding. 
Ip the first place, the obvious question occurs, why should 
manufacturer be singled out for animadversion and not 
the'merchant?

Mr Bright (we will say) is differently situated. He is 
tolerably rich, and very much attached to his workmen, who 
have served him for years. He bas a stock of cotton also of 
1,000 bales. As in Mr Turner’scase, the difference between 
selling it or working it up is 16,0007. His chief, if not 
his only thought, is how he can best use his means 
so as to benefit and relieve his workmen, and how he can 
make those means go furthest and last longest ;--for he does 
not dream of making money for himself in such disastrous 
times as these. If he works on, he gives his people two or 
three days’ work a week for a given number of months, and 
sacrifices 16,000/ by this proceeding—t.e., he loses 6,0004, 
and absiains from making 10,0001. Very well ;—that is one 
course which he may very judiciously pursue, and Lord Pal- 
merston dogmatically pronounces it not only the best, but 
the only one he can righteously pursue. But supposing that 
Mr Bright, looking at matters more carefully and. under- 
standing his own effairs better than the Premier, calculates

It is plain that by doing as Lord Palmerston would have him 
do—z.e., losing 6,0002 instead of making 10,000/,—he will be 
poorer by 16,000/, and have that sum less to spend upon his }! 
charitable designs, If he isin the habit, as he probably will 
be, of paying 2507 a week in wages, this 16,000/ will 
evable him to give his people fall wages for 64 weeks, 
or half wages for 128 weeks, or two years and a half. Is 
it by any means certain that if he had worked up the 1,000 
bales of cotton, they would have furnished his people with 
employment (or half employment) for nearly half that time? 
Nay, is it not certain that they would have been exhausted 
long before that time? Mr Bréght, if he be like most manus 
facturers, would use up 50 bales a week if he worked full 
time, and 25 if he only worked three days a week. In the 
one case he would be able to keep his mill going for 20 
weeks, and in the other case for 40. That is to say, if he 
acted as Lord Palmerston desires, he would be able to su 
port his men for 20 or 40 weeks ;—if he acted as Lord Pal- 
merston denounces, he would be able to support them for 
64 weeks or for 128. Avd this argument is entirely 
independent of the farther grave consideration, which no 
cautious manufacturer will neglect—that if he were to go on 
producing under existing circumstances, no arithmetic could 
foretell the possible amount of loss he might incur.

WTHE CONTRASTS OF ENGLISH AND 
OF AMERICAN OPINION. 
| To those who remember what English public opinion not 
unnaturally was after the disasters in the Crimea, it is very 
jous to contrast what we have good reason to know is the 
| American opinion after the disasters befure Richmond. The 
importance of the war with the South to the States of the 
North is transeendently greater than the importance of the 
war with Russia to England. The latter was a war, on the 
part of England, from iaternational zeal on behalf of a distant 
and remote nation; the war of the Federals with the South 
is war for their own most applauded and cherished.Union, 
against those who have assailed that Union. And the 
disasters before Richmond are infinitely greater than before 
Sebastopol. The disease is less, but the disgrace and defeat 
are more. The besiegers before Richmond have been obliged 
to retire and to raise the siege; and in comparison with 
so critical and evident a disaster all lesser calamities 
are unimportant and contemptible. The Federal army has 
abandoned its principal attempt; our Crimean army never, 
| even at its worst and most suffering moment, abandoned 
ours. Yet the state of American opinion is wholly different 
from what ours then was. We were more excited than we 
have beep since 1832. If we had known whom to hang, we 
should have hanged some one. But the Americans feel no 
rage and no anger. We are assured by recent observers 
that they hardly know that they have been materially de- 
feated. They endure the greatest military calamity which 
has occurred to them during their history, not with philo- 
sophic patience, but with an inapprehensive apathy. They 
do not feel the impulse to tear down the White House and 
all attached to it which Englishmen would feel under similar 
cireumstances. They do not require as one man that some 
conspicuous scapegoat should be sacrificed. The English 
punished Lord Aberdeen and the Duke of Newcastie fcr com- 
paratively trifling errors; the Americans scarcely admit that 
there have been any errors. 

So great a difference between the public opinion of two 
great nations,—descended from the same persons, speaking 
the same language, and governed by what are considered to 
be analogous institutions,—well deserves investigation. 

The explanation we believe to be that from several causes 
the Americaus are wholly unaccustomed to pay the same 
watchful, careful, detailed attention to political matters 
which the English do. It is simply out of their line. Last 
year we happened to show a distinguished American the re- 
port of Mr Hubbard’s Committee on the Income Tax. He 
said, with astonishment, “Have you any considerable 
“ number of people able te pay so much attention to that one 
“subject? I hardly know if we show so much careful 
“ national forethought upon our whole polities.” And for 
this ordinary political apathy there are several important 
reasons. 

First. The circumstances of England are far more favour- 
able to the formation of a watchful, rational, true opinion 
than are those of America. In comparison, we are a 
few unoccupied people in a small place where we can 
discuss; they are a great number of occupied people 
scattered over an enormous area where they cannot 
discuss, and where they have scarcely a common 
centre. We are not speaking of absolute population ; 
in that respeet we might easily vie with them. We 
- speaking of political population. Everybody in the 

orthern States is to some extent a pulitician, but scarcely 
any one isa politician of much serious knowledge. They 
have no considerable leisured class which addicts itself to 
politics, —which has an opinionin all important public matters, 
—which rules, conceives itself to rule, and is proud of ruling, 
on eonsiderable topics of State. 

Secondly. The public of America, inferior as it is, has 
not been so well trained as the naturally superior English 
public has been trained. Our debates in Parliament are 
@ continual series of practical political lectures, such as, 
perhaps, the world has never seen. More eloquent 
speeches, more clever wit, more refined and classical 
expressions might in other times have been easily found ; 
until the 2nd of December, 1851, we might have found in 
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France, perhaps, superior specimens of oratorical 
But in plain practical adherence to matters immed 
hand, the debates in the English Parliament are. 
An enthusiastic American may, indeed, compare with. the 
the debates in Congress; but the reply is, that in as 
with the debates in the English Parliament the debatests 
Congress are utterly uninfluential.

THE ANGLO-BELGIAN COMMERCIAL TREATY. 
Tue provisions of the Anglo-Belgian Commercial Treaty, 
as first detailed in this country in the letter of our Paris 
correspondent last week, will, on the whole, prove more 
satisfactory than our manufacturers had ventured to hope. 
Mr Layard confirmed in every respect, on Monday night, 
the sketch of the treaty given in our correspondent’s letter, 
and it is certainly much more favourable than in Mareh 
we had any reason tohope. However, while we are conceding 
to Belgium every privilege we have conceded to France, Bel- 
gium taxes two classes of English goods more heavily than the 
corresponding Freneh goods, Neither cottom yarns nor mixed.

goods exclusively in the Custom House in Brussels ; and this 
will, no doubt, be a serious disadvantage and expense, as a 
large proportion would otherwise never pass through 
Brussels at all. Again, as regards British spirits, the 
article in the Belgo-French Treaty is not to be applied to 
British spirits, so far as regards the reduction therein 
stipulated, till October 1, 1865. 

The conditions as regards what was hitherto the main 
difficulty, the Scheldt dues, appear satisfactory. English 
ships are to be exempted so long as Belgian ships are ex- 
empted ; apd if by any European arrangement these dues are 
capitalised, then the tonnage dues levied in Belgian ports will 
cease, and the pilotage dues will be lowered 20 per cent. 
for sailing vessels, 25 per cent. for vessels towed, 30 per 
cent. for steamers, and the local Antwerp taxes will be 
reduced. The attempt to force on us an immediate capitalisa- 
tion of the Sch@ldt dues has been abandoned. The article 
opening the coasting trade to vessels of both nations mutu- 
ally may seem to be more favourable to Belgium than 
England, but is so clearly in accordance with the well-under- 
stood principles of free trade that we think it will not be 
unwelcome to the English world of commerce, whatever the 
narrower representatives of the shipping interest may say. 
For the rest we are put on the basis of the most favoured 
nation ; and since at the beginning of this session we had almost 
abandoned hope of any Belgian concession to English claims, 
we conceive that we may fairly congratulate English mer- 
chants on the prospects before us. The treaty is for ten 
years, but may, of course, be modified by mutual consent 
within that time.

THE HARVEST. 

ANoruER week of warm and dry weather has brought us to the 
edge of harvest. Indeed in the forward districts wheat cutting 
commenced generally on Monday last, and in the course of the 
week some grain will have been cut on most farms in the South 
of England. The recent bright sunshine has stopped much of the 
mischief which had commenced in the wheat, and with the con- 
tinuance of such weather there is every prospect that the grain 
will be of good quality. Estimates of quantity, however, vary 
greatly. On the light lands the crops are mere deficient than on 
the stronger soils, and of course the higher the condition of the 
land the better the crop. But all accounts agree that the wheat 
does not bear close inspection, and that crops which look well to 
the passer-by, show much defect when gone into. The red wheats 
will be much better than the white, the latter being peculiarly 
obnoxious to injury in such seasons as the present. Since 
ewtting has commenced some farmers say their wheats will 
prove heavier than they expected. Oats are much improved, 
and for the most part will produce crops. In all 

calculations as to the results of the present harvest it 
must be borne in mind that a large breadth of wheat has been sown 
this season, last autumn having been peculiarly favourable for wheat 
sowing. Turnips, especially swedes, are everywhere backward, and 
as the hoeing will now be generally interrupted by the harvest, and 
weeds will thus be allowed to make head, it is probable that heavy crops 
will not be obtained this year. Mangold is more promising, but so 
many farmers found their mangold crops deficient during 1860 and 
1861 that less has been planted than of late years has been usual, 
and not a few persons have omitted altogether to grow it. That 
is a mistake, as will probably be found out in the spring. In the 
home counties there has been more of the foot and mouth disease 
amongst cattle this summer than for several years past. In the 
Mark Lane Express, Mr Coleman, manager of Woburn Park 
farm, gives an account of the mode by which on that 
farm a tolerably correct estimate of the produce of the wheat 
crop is obtained immediately after harvest. He takes care to 
have all the shocks made as nearly as possible of the 
same size, and then sticks a green —_— in every hundredth 
shock, and the shocks so marked are left when the rest of 
the field is cleared, and are afterwards stowed away separately 
and thrashed. This has been done from 1850 to 1861, and 
the difference between the estimated and actual quantities 
umounted during the whole time to the average of 1 bushel 
2} pecks per acre ; the estimate being in 9 years of the 12 larger 
than the actual produce.. It shows that with but little trouble a 
farmer may obtain a tolerably accurate estimate of the yield of his 
crop. 


Sorciqn Corresponovence.

Paris, Thursday. 

The Chambers of Commerce of Amiens and Elbenf, in imitation 
of that of Rouen, have resolved to take shares in the French 
Cotton Company of Algeria ; and thei- example will, it is expected, 
be followed by other Chambers of Commerce in the North of 
France, in Normandy, and in Alsace. The Company has fixed 
its capital at 12,500,000f (500,0007), and it proposes to bring 
into immediate cultivation 26,000 acres of land of which it has 
obtained the concession. 7 

A financial journal affirms that a“ French institution of credit” 
(the Credit Mobilier is probably referred to) has borrowed 
75,000,000f (3,000,000/ sterling) from Messrs Baring to make some 
Bourse operations calculated to cause a rise in the value of the 
shares of the Southern Railway of France. What authority your 
contemporary may have for this statement I know not. 

The shareholders of the Comptoir d’Escompte (Discount Bank) 
held their annual meeting a few days back. The report stated that 
in the year ending the 30th June last, the discounts were about 
35,000,000f less than in the preceding year; but that the other 
branches of busimess presented an increase. The decline ia the 
discounts is the more remarkable, from the fact that the branches o 
the Comptoir established at Calcutta, La Reunion, and other 
places abroad, made discounts to the amount of 64,887,395f—an 
item which never figured in the accounts before. The total amount of 
the transactions of the Company in the course of the year was 
1,055,166,812f The profits, after deducting a rather large sum 
for the reserve fund, were sufficient to enable a dividend of 39f to 
be declared, which dividend is equal to rather more than tS 
cent. of the paid-up capital. It is somewhat below that st 
year.

Mr Cobden, in a.recent debate, somewhat indignantly denied an 


assertion of Lord Palmerston, that Lancashire manufacturers had 
sold their cotton abroad. Mr Cobden may be right, but it is an 
undoubted fact that somebody in England sells cotton to go 
abroad, for quantities more or less considerable have arrived at 
Havre from that country week for months past. The very 
last market report, for ex ie, records that in the week ending 
Friday last, out of 7,146 bales which arrived in that port, not 
fewer than 6,044 were from England. In making this statement, 
I do not for a moment dispute the right of the holders of the cotton 
in England, even though manufacturers, to sell it abroad if such 
be their pleasure. 

The Moniteur Industriel devotes a long article to some observa- 
tions in one of my ing letters, to the effect that the Pro- 
tectionist party in this country was surprised and irritated at the 
declarations made by M. Michael Chevalier and M. Rouher at the 
grand baoquet given to them at London, that the French Govertt 
ment onal mamtain the liberal commercial policy set forth in the 
treaty with England. The Moniteur Industriel, in the name of the 
Protectionists, of whom it is the organ, thinks that that policy may 
be abandoned by the Government :— 

“+ We have never,” says your contemporary, “ been so alarmed 
or so discouraged for our ideas as the Paris Correspendent of the 
Economist is pleased to suppose. Assuredly we did not disguise 
from ourselves the gravity of the circumstances in which the treaty 
of commerce would, in our opinion, place French manufacturers. 
We never denied that that was a very severe check for the protect- 
ing regimé. We never hoped for the conversion of M. Rouher 
and M. Chevalier. But we are not in such consternation as is said, 
if net for the present at least for the future, at the declarations 
which have been made. Similar declarations were the order of the 
day after the treaty of 1786, and yet two years after, in 1788, the 
man who then played the same part as M. Michael Chevalier does 
now, Dupont (de Nemours), was condemned to plead before the 
public in his own justification, and to cover his responsibility by 

ing the Government. What had occurred in those two years ?

We firmly believe that it 
has not augmented the popularity of free trade, and if the pre- 
sent be not ours, we count that the lessons of experience will 
soon speak loudly to the common sense of the public and of 
statesmen. ‘ihe Economist may then, if it pleases, accuse us of 
hallucioation, and close against us the gates of hope ;‘ but we 
believe that the immense majority of Renee was protectionist 
before the treaty of commerce, and that before the treaty expires 
it will have rendered France almost unanimously protectionist.” 

This » if carefully read, will prove that the Moniteur 
Industriel does not in heart entertain the faith it affects in the re- 
vival of protectionism, or rather prohibition, for prohibition is the 
real French notion of protection. But even if the Moniteur In- 
dustriel and its friends were really full of hope, the circumstance 
would be of no consequence whatever. France, as M. Rouher 
and M. Michel Chevalier said, will maintain the liberal commercial 
policy she has adopted ; and she will do that because her interest 
rightly understood requires it. 1n these days rivers—to borrow 
an apt illustration from Lord Palmerston—do not flow back to 
their source in France any more than in any other country. 

The Co ie de Filature de Lin d’Amiens has declared a divi- 
dend of 38f per share for the year ending 30th June last. 

The treaty of commerce between France and Prussia, as repre- 
sentative of the Zollverein, the negotiations about which seemed 
at one time destined to be interminable, has at last been definitively 
signed ; but certain States of the Zollverein object to it, and mani- 
fest an intention to secede from the association and enter into 
commercial. conventions with Austria. It is the intention of Prussia, 
in her name and in that of the Zollverein States which may 
remain with her, to enter into treaties of commerce with England, 
Switzerland, Belgium, and Italy. , 

The manufacturers of Ghent, represented by the Commercial 
Club, have presented a petition to the Government praying that, 
on account of the existing distress, the treaty of commerce between 
England and Belgium may, as regards textile manufactures, not 
come into operation before the Ist of October, 1864. 

Business on the Bourse has not been very active, but there has 
been an improvement in quotations. Considerable surprise is ex- 
pressed at the very unfriendly spirit which the Turin Parliament 
manifests to French italists, notwithstanding the support the 
latter have given to the Italian loan and the various commercial 
enterprises of Italy. This Parliament has thrown over to next 
year the Bill for conceding to a French Company the privilege of 
establishing a Credit Foncier, and it is showing marked repugnance 
to the Bill presented by the Government for conferring on Messrs 
Rothschild and others the concession of the Neapolitan railways.

DUTCH DUTIES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE ECONOMIST. 

Sre,—I think it will be worth your attention to learn that a new 
tariff of duties has been enacted in this country by which free trade 
is again come nearer to, outward duties having been entirely 
abolished, except for the article of old rags for making paper, 
which, however, only pays 5f per 100 Netherland Ibs (about 4s 
per ewt), and the import duties, with a few exceptions, lowered to 
1 to5 per cent. ad valorem. Earthenware, upon some of which 
was levied upwards of 30 per cent. by laying the duty on the 
weight, has now been reduced to 10 per cent. ad valorem, and is 

ually further to be reduced within four years to 5 per cent. 

Voollen, cotton, and linen manufactures, some of which paid up- 

wards of 40 per cent., are in future to pay only 5 per cent. ad 
valorem. : z 

While you are labouring under difficulties to get treaties with 
other countries, you will see that you have in this all you ean wish 
without any counter favour, as our principle is, that to improve 
our own industry foreign competition is necessary, and that a small 
duty and the cost of transporting is considered to be all the - 
tection which can be allowed to the home manufactures. I e 
no doubt translations into English will soon appear with you of 
this tariff, but should this not be the case, and you are anxious for 
it, I could easily cause a translation to be made.—I am, Sir, your 
obedient servant, W. M. Hop.

COMMERCIAL AND MISCELLANEOUS NEWS. 


The island of Java is expected to yield this year the following produce : 
—841,218 piculs of coffee, 1,693 picule of sugar, 668,700 pounds of 
indigo, 1,600,000 pounds of tea, 100,000 pounds and 35,000 piculs of 
tobacco, 177,600 pounds of cinnamon, 41,000 pounds of cochineal, and 
5,000 pounds of pepper, all Amsterdam weight. 

From the let of July, 1860, to the 20th of June, 1861, the export from 
California to England was 1,062,992 sacks of wheat, 1,024 sacks of barley, 
and 102,234 barrels of flour. From the Ist of July, 1861, to the 20th of 
June, 1862, the export of these three articles of breadstuffs was less— 
viz., wheat, 557,290 sacks (of which one cargo went to France) ; barley, 
6,549 sacks ; flour, 10,659 barrels ; while 1,171 sacks of oats were added 
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to the export of cereals. The contents of a sack are—wheat, 100 lbs ; of 

» 90 lbs; of oats, 80 lbs ; and of a barrel of flour, 196 Ibs, It is 
estimated that the growing crop (of this year) will be so abundant as to 
furnish an excess of about 500,000 sacks of wheat for exportation over 
and above the quantity exported last year. This excess will be due, not 
to the fact that the crop is heavy (for this year’s crop of all grains will 
be under the average, by reeson of late sowing), but to the greater 
breadth of land sown in wheat. 


‘We have received the following commercial news by the Brazil mail- 
—Advices from Buenos Ayres are to the 28th of June. Business in all 
departments was very dull, the roads connecting town and country being 
perfectly impassable from mud, through the heavy rains which had fallen. 
The dry goods market was completely at a standstill in consequence, and 
sales of produce bad been limited to a few parcels in fulfilment of pre- 
vious engagements. Saladeros,'in the province of Buenos Ayres, had 
already ceased slaughtering, and it was expected that those in Entrerics 
and Uruguay would speedily follow, cattle being, as usual at this season, 
very lean. There had been no demand for hides of German descriptions, 
of which the stock was great. There was no stock or sales of tallow. 
At Monte Video business also was very dull. Our advices from Rio are 
to the evening of the 10th ult. The sales of hides amounted to 7,000, 
at 250 to 280, leaving 3,000 in stock. In the coffee market a decline 
in prices or 200 to 300 reis per arroba had taken place. As regards the 
forthcoming crop it was calculated to exceed the one just finished by 
about 200,000 bags only. Bahia dates are to the 15th ult. The French 
mail steamer Navarre passed on the 14th for Rio. An advance of about 
1,000 per arroba in the price of cotton had taken place. The greater 
part of the stocks on hand had previously been purchased for exportation 
at 9,600, 9,800, and 10,000 per arroba, Stocks on the 10th amounted 
to only 996 bales. No sales of hides had taken place. No transactions 
in coffee had been reported. There had been a little more inquiry for 
sugar. At Pernambuco, July 15, the import market continued dull. 
Sugars—During the month very little had been doing. Cottons—Prices 
had risen considerably, and we quote Pernambucor, 124d to 12 7-32d 
per Ib: Paraibas, 11}d to 12d; Mace‘or, 11 3-32d to il}d per lb. 
Hides dull. Freighte—Channel, 40s to 42s 6d and 5 per ceut. Liver- 
pool, 30s to 32s 6d and 4 per cent., sugar; $d to $d and 5 per cent., 
cotton. 

Messrs Greame and Co., of Liverpool, write as foliows respecting the 
foreign rag trade of that port:—During the past month, we have ex- 
perienced a marked improvement in cotton rags. About 2,200 bales have 
gone into consumption, at prices averaging an advance of seven to teri per 
cent. on the rates ruling at our Jast public sales, on the 19th ult, The 
facts that importations of almost all paper rags were leaving a loss of 
nearly ten per cent., and the domestic supply being much less abundant, 
combined with a considerable decrease in the production of cotton waste, 
have caused paper makers to come into the market freely; and this in- 
creased demand, together with a speculative feeling amongst dealers, has 
had the effect of checking the downward tendency which the trade has 
experienced for the last eight or nine months. In woollens we have 
had a steady demand ; prices for the middle and finer qualities have again 
been slightly in favour of the seller. 

Mesars Seymour, Peacock, and Co. state that there was an impr oved 
feeling in the freight market, last month, and that prices advanced. The 
public coal contracts comprised 31,500 tons, 25,000 tons of which were 
for the service of the Peninsular and Oriental Steam Company.
